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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. This action is in response to the decision by the BPAI filed on 23 March 2005. 

2. Claims 15-17 and 23-28 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-17 and 23-28 are allowed. See Reasons for Allowance under separate heading. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the art of record, taken individually or combination, disclose at least the limitation 
of linking a task with a feature. 

Claims 15, 23, and 26 are distinguished over the closest prior art of "User's Guide for 
Microsoft Project" (1995), which teaches a project management software system. As shown in 
independent claims 1, 23, and 26, it is deemed that the Applicant's invention is distinguished over 
the Microsoft document in at least the limitation of linking product features and tasks. Although 
Microsoft, as well as other supporting evidence, clearly shows direct linkage between a product 
development feature and its related tasks, it apparently does not show it to the degree that is 
described in the claims. 

Conclusion
